THE CHRISTIAN HOME 


“And Adam said, This is now bone of my bones, and flesh of 
my flesh; she shall be called Woman, becau se she was taken ou t of 
Man. Therefore shall a man leav e his father and his mother, and 
shall cleav e u nto his wife: and they shall be one flesh.” 


INTRODUCTION 


This is the beg inning of a series of'articles on the home. The 
plan is to set forth the teaching s of the Bible on each phase of 
family life. This will necessarily inv olv e treatment of some of the 
pressing problems that distu rb domestic happiness. These articles 
will appear in reg u lar order. 


THE FUNCTION OF THE HOME 


God saw in the dawn of time that ‘‘it is not g ood that man 
shou ld be alone.” (Gen. 2:18 ) Mov ed by this realization, Jehov ah 
created woman. In this way God established the home for the hap­ 
piness of mankind. That means that the home, like the chu rch, is 
a div inely -established institu tion. This places a halo of sacredness 
and holiness arou nd ev ery fireside relationship. 


The home is the oldest institu tion in the world. Before there 
was a hu man g ov ernment, school, chu rch, or bu siness org anization, 
there was a home. Throu g hou t history the family has been the 
fou ndation u nit in orderly society . The rise and fall of nations 
hav e been measu red by pu rity and stability of family life. 


There are many distinct pu rposes serv ed by an efficient home. 
Prominent among these v aried family fu nctions are the following : 


1. The dev elopment of wholesome personality throu g h com­ 
panionship and effectu al satisfaction is the first work of the home. 
This was the specific pu rpose which called the first family into be­ 
ing . Adam needed a companion—“a help meet for him.” Lov e 
shou ld reig n su preme in the home. It shou ld be the one place abov e 
all others where each member of the family can feel secu re, free 
from the cares and worries of the ou tside world. 


2. Continu ation of the race. The home alone can g iv e honor­ 
able birth to children. Illeg itimacy alway s means sin, shame, and 
su ffering to ev ery one inv olv ed. 
Some cou ntries, notably Sov iet 
Ru ssia and Nazi Germany , hav e tried v ariou s ex periments in rear­ 
ing children in state-controlled orphanag es or schools. The com­ 
plete failu re of all su ch schemes emphasized the wisdom of God’s 
ordained plan. 


3. Mediu m throu g h which the child is introdu ced to the u ni­ 
v erse at larg e. A newborn baby speaks no lang u ag e, has no con­ 
v ictions, and only potential moral qu alities. When this infant has 
matu red into manhood or womanhood, lang u ag e, skills, conv ictions 
abou t God, the chu rch, etc. and personal moral qu alities will hav e 
been dev eloped. The home, more than any other ag ency , influ ences 
the qu ality and direction of this dev elopment. This process requ ires 
abou t twenty y ears of carefu l effort on the part of the parents. 


4. The Edu cation of children. The home is responsible for 
the training of the child. Other ag encies, su ch as the pu blic school 
and the chu rch school, may properly be called in to help the home, 
bu t these mu st nev er be relied u pon as a su bstitu te for the home. 
The responsibility of seeing that children are brou g ht u p in “the 
nu rtu re and admonition of the Lord” remains on the home. 


5. Relig iou s dev elopment. Pray er, Bible stu dy , and family 
worship shou ld be a reg u lar part of home life. Faith acqu ired 
arou nd mother's knee, remains throu g h life as a su pport and safe­ 
g u ard. Remember Pau l’s words to Timothy : “ When I call to re­ 
membrance the u nfeig ned faith that is in thee, which dwelt first in 
the g randmother Lois and thy mother Eu nice: and I am persu aded 
that in thee also.” (II Tim. 1:5) 


6. Economic arrang ements su itable to the rearing of a family 
—this calls for a distribu tion of labor between man and woman on 
a bu siness basis. The woman can best serv e in the home. Present- 
day trends threaten to u pset this arrang ement by taking the woman 
ou t of the home. The resu lts can not be g ood for the home. 


7. Recreational activ ities are most v alu able when enjoy ed 
by the family as a whole. When this is done as it shou ld be done, 
y ou will hav e no need for y ou r You th Centers, etc., which take the 
children from the home instead of ty ing them to it with that dev o­ 
tion that is rig htfu lly theirs. Especially hu sbands and wiv es shou ld 
spend their leisu re time tog ether as f*r as possible. Separation in 
the u se of leisu re time often leads to a broken home. 


8 . Protection and discipline are ends most effectiv ely reached 
throu g h the home. The police and ju v enile cou rts are at best poor 
su bstitu tes for a well-ordered home. The family is able to ex ercise 
discipline throu g h lov e, training , ex ample, and many other channels 
not possible for formal ag encies.
